IN WASHINGTON IN THE YEAR OF 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her report of nursing 
services given to individuals, families and community groups in 
Washington during the year 1968. Referrals for these services 
were received from individuals, families, physicians, school 
personnel, health committee members and various other sources. 
The types of health problems varied; the services provided, 
therefore, varied in accordance to the need for them. They 
included nursing care of the sick and handicapped patients, 
health supervision and, in some instances, consultation.

In accordance with Title 30, Section 5353, Revised Statutes 
of Maine of 1964, and at your request we have audited the

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WASHINGTON 
JANUARY 1, 1968 TO DECEMBER 31, 1968 

An audit has been completed of the financial records of 
the Town of Washington for the municipal year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1968. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the various officers of the Town. The examina- 
tion included a review of cash transactions and an analysis of 
available funds and expenditures. The results are incorporated 

in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 
ASSETS . . . The cash balance of $20,195.73 was recon- 
ciled with the statement furnished by the Camden National 
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- Bank, Camden, Maine, and count of cash on hand. 

Taxes receivable of $7,038.85 consisted of uncollected 
current year’s accounts of $5,964.28 and unpaid prior years’ 
accounts of $1,074.57 dating from 1962. 

Transactions affecting tax liens and tax acquired property 
were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the 
balances shown on the records of the Selectmen. 

LIABILITIES . . . Recorded liabilities at the close of books 
amounted to $12.65 representing amounts due for tax over- 
payment. 

RESERVES . . . Departmental accounts reflect an unex- 
pended balance of $5,602.81 being carried forward to the 
1969 municipal year in accordance with legal requirements 
and/or as customary. 

SURPLUS . . . The unappropriated surplus of $25,288.29 
at the year’s end displayed an increase of $3,233.35 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. The main factors contributing 
to this increase were net unexpended balances and gain on 
sale of tax acquired property exceeding Special Bridge expend- 
itures. 

CAPITAL RESERVE FUND . . . The community building fund 
with accumulated interest totaled $1,288.56. 

TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS . . . The total amount of 
trust and special fund principals was $13,333.79 and undis- 
tributed income amounted to $3,181.35. The total principals 
and income are invested as follows:

SCOPE OF AUDIT. . . The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other 


matters of financial concern. 
An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
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expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts retained by the collector. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the 
accompanying balance sheet and supporting information fairly 
present the financial position of the Town at December 31, 1968
